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Editorial Comment 


Action Advocated 


Three members of the Andover Board of Selectmen were 
recently maligned here by a letter writing citizen for their 
so called haste in approving a salary increase for Manager 
Richard Bowen . . . and conversely, for their lack of haste 
in settling on locations for a new municipal office building 
and central police and fire station. 

Actually, the question of whether or not to increase the 
manager’s salary (and if so, by how much) was bandied 
about behind the scenes for some weeks while plans for 
increasing the wages and salaries of other town em- 
ployees and administrators were carefully readied for re- 
commendation to Town Meeting. Considering the volume 
and quality of work the manager is called upon to handle 
for the town and the board, the debate continued for an 
embarrassing length of time. 

Haste is scarcely a legitimate charge in this instance. 

We must come to the defense of Selectmen Allen, Collins 
and Watters on the second charge as well. These three 
members of the board have been ready more than once in 
the last two years to approve a location for a town hall, 
and the fire and police station as well. If they are to be 
criticized, it is for their stubborn insistance that the 
board should come to unanimous agreement on three ques- 
tions of such long-range import. 

It is an attitude that has served no purpose. The board 
is no closer to a harmonious, unanimous agreement than 
ever. The last proposal it made on a municipal office 
building was lost on the floor of Town Meeting, to a large 
extent because neither the board, nor any of its individual 
members, were vigorous enough in their support to con- 
vince the public that what they offered was the best of the 
alternatives left. 

Since it appears that Selectmen, Allen, Collins and 
Watters are to be blamed for this situation entirely, re- 
gardless of the facts, we suggest that in the weeks ahead 
they forget about compromise, speak their minds and clear 
up some of the Burdensome Backlog. 

This may sound like a dangerous course to Allen and 
Watters, both of whom are candidates for re-election. Then 
again, voters frequently take kindly to election hopefuls 
who are willing to commit themselves to a plan of action. 


A Relief 


The Florence Street zoning case has at long last been 
settled, almost four years after residents on the street 
took legal action to halt construction of a small office 
building on the predominantly residential street. 

The quarrel was a costly one for both the Town of 
Andover and the homeowners in the area who quarreled 
first with the validity of zone boundaries on the map used 
by the building inspector who issued a permit for the com- 
mercial structure, and later with the vote of Town Meeting 
to resolve the matter by placing the whole of the divided 
lot in the business zone. It was a nasty business, in- 
volving both harassment and vandalism before the Supreme 
Court had its say. 

It is a relief to have it off the books. And a relief to 
know that all town zone boundaries have since been 
checked and clearly established along lot lines to prevent 
recurrence of the sort of dispute that has embroiled the 
residents of Florence Street. 

By now, even they must be relieved to know that im- 
provements can be made on the eyesore that has blighted 
their street for far too long a time. 


A Full Review 


One neither has to agree nor disagree with the action of 
the U. S. House of Representatives in stripping Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell of his power and his position, to 
take exception to the congressman’s defense of his be- 
havior. 

Bleating out the most familiar excuse known to man- 
kind, Rep. Powell has said that he should not be found 
guilty of any crime because others in the House are just 
as guilty as he, 


All that is suggested by this filmsy argument is that the 
House should not stop with its investigation of Mr. 
Powell, but should swing into a total review of the ethical 
practices of every committee chairman and every com- 
mittee member to see how they measure up.

IP Code Speeds 


Packages Along 


Zip codes are speeding packages 
to their destination faster these 
days, but it is costing customers 
of the United States postal service 
an average of 10 cents more per 
package, 

New rates and a new system for 
identifying parcel post zones have 
been in effect since Jan, 15 asa 
result of legislation signed in 
Washington last fall, 

But this is just the beginning, 
Postmaster Francis J. Mooney 
reports that the new law also pro= 
vides for a series of size and weight 
increases on packages mailed be- 
tween first class offices, of which 
Andover is one, These will be 
handled in five steps between July 1 
of this year and July 1, 1971, 

Use of the ZIP code on packages 
will make it easy for mail clerks 
and patrons tocheck current rates, 
now established on the basis of 
ZIP zones, The zones are based 
on the distance a parcel travels 
between the 522 sectional centers 
in the country, Mooney said. 

By consulting a simple.chart, 
available at all post offices, the 
zone can be readily identified be- 
cause the first three numbers of 
the ZIP Code represent the sec= 
tional center, Eliminated is use of 
a directory which previously had 
to be consulted to locate the proper 


zone for each of the nation’s 33,000

Shriver To Speak At Phillips 


Sargent Shriver, director of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
will speak at Phillips Academy 
Feb, 3 at a ceremony marking the 
presentation of the first Claude 
Moore Fuess Award for Distin- 
guished Contribution to Public 
Service, 

The award is being made to 63 
Phillips Academy alumni who have 
served or are now working as 
Peace Corps volunteers, Twenty- 
two of the recipients will be on 
hand to receive their awards, PA 
students will stand in for those not 
present, Among alumni named for 
this award are two local men, 
Joseph E, Barton, ‘60 of 34 Flor-

The Fuess Award was conceived
